LABOR MUST REGISTER 
OPPOSITION TO 
ANTI-LABOR BILLS 


Assembly Bill No. 1453, in- 
troduced by Mr. Call, would 
extend the existing provisions 
of the law which prohibits anv 
interference by employers with 
the political affiliations and activi- 
ties of their employes to labor or- 
ganizations in relation to their 
members. 

This bill has been referred to the 
Committee on Industrial Relations, 
whose members are: Assemblyman 
Lyons, Gaffney, Butters, Davis, 
Dekker, Fletcher, Gannon, Geddes, 
Guthrie, Hawkins, Hollingbaugh, 
Rosenthal, Stephenson, Stewart and 
Thompson. 

Unions are asked to write 
their Assemblymen, as well as 
the members of this committee, 
expressing their opposition to 
this measure, which would re- 
strict the functioning of unions 
and is aimed to prevent labor 
from organizing its political 
strength. 

Assembly Bill No. 1953, introduced 


| by Messrs. Davis and Call, has been 


referred to the same committee. 
This bill forbids labor organizations 
to levy any assessment upon any 
of its members for the purpose of 
raising funds to participate in a 
political campaign, or for urging or 
opposing legislation or any initi- 
ative or referendum measure; it 
also forbids unions to prescribe any 
penalty for the non-payment of 
such an assessment, or to suspend, 
expel or discriminate against any 
such member in any manner for re- 
fusing to pay such an assessment. 

This is an obvious infringement 
upon the right of labor to carry on 
its activities through voluntary 
democratic methods, and it would 
deprive labor of any opportunity to 
participate in a campaign such as 
that against Proposition No. 12. 
This bill is undoubtedly an out- 
growth of the DeMille case in Los 
Angeles, in which the courts ruled 
in favor of the union, and it must 
be uncompromisingly and energet- 
ically opposed by labor.

Of Five Cents An Hour By NWLB 


Workers on the bottom of the pay ladder, who have suf- 
fered most from the skyrocketing cost of living, will find it 
slightly easier to make ends meet as a result of a National 


War Labor Board ruling whic 
wages to 55 cents an hour. 


h permits a boost in minimum 


Labor members of the board went along with the decision 
as the best obtainable now, though they have been fighting 
for a “floor” of 72 cents. Anything below that during the 
war is a starvation wage, they contended. 


Heretofore, 50 cents an hour has been the board’s ‘‘sub- 
standard” yardstick. WLB officials estimated that the addi- 
tion of 5 cents to the base may benefit as many as 4,000,000 


workers. 


Regional boards are authorized to approve applications by 
employers, or by employers and unions jointly, to apply the 
55-cent minimum, but where ceiling prices might be affected 
by the wage increase, then the raise can't go into effect until 
sanctioned by the Economic Stabilization Director. 


time pay when war production 
ceases, the AFL members urged the 
President to restore free collective 
bargaining sixty days after victory 
in Europe and provide that mini- 
mum pay be raised for workers in 
those industries in which collective 
bargaining was not restored. 

“We are not only sorely wearied 
and harassed by the expedients and 
formulas which have been substi- 
tuted for the basic principle which 
guides collective bargaining,” the 
labor group said, “but we are ap- 
palled by the consequences of a 
policy to cripple us in solving the 
reconversion and post-war prob- 
lems. . 

“Wages are more than compensa- 
tion for service rendered. They de- 
termine the kind of homes workers 
have, the way their lives will be 
conditioned, the opportunities their 
children will have, the provisions 
they can make against emergen- 
cies. Wages contribute 75 per cent 
of the buying power to retail mar- 
kets. The total of buying power 
determines the levels of production 
and therefore national well-being.” 

George Meany and Matthew Woll 
and their alternates, Robert J. Watt 
and James A. Brownlow, signed the 
report. 

They identified collective bargain- 
ing with the retention of America’s 
free institutions, warning the Presi- 
dent that the danger of the totali- 
tarian state does not end with the 
war, but “here looms in the eco- 
nomic field.” 

In order to stem the trend toward 
totalitarianism, the report added: 

“Labor must be ready to enter 
reconversion and post-war periods 
with a wage rate that would assure 
adequate purchasing, power. We 
must have those rates established 
in advance.” 

Expressing the hope that em- 
ployers would cooperate in this 
objective of labor, the AFL 
members said they faced these 
alternatives: 

1. Cooperation between manage- 
ment and labor in returning to col- 
lective bargaining to establish now 
the wage rates that can undergird 
our return to civilian production; or 

2. Payment of higher taxes to 
government out of funds withheld 
from workers, resulting in under- 
capacity production, under-employ- 
ment and reduced purchasing power 
so that the government must pro- 
vide work.

Health Service 
System Urgent 


Pressure is being brought to 
bear by the opponents of the 
prepaid medical care bill on the 
various members of the State 
Legislature and the commit- 
tees in the Senate and Assembly 
which will consider the health in- 
surance bills, S.B. 500 and its com- 
panion, A.B. 800. To counteract this 
pressure, it is absolutely necessary 
that all the local unions in the 
state of California write their As- 
semblymen and Senators, urging 
that they support the Governor’s 
Health Bill with the amendments 
proposed by the California State 
Federation of Labor to the follow- 
ing effect: that payments to doc- 
tors will not be by fixed fee but on 
a per capita basis; that compensa- 
tion for services performed be ade- 
quate and based on considerations 
of annual income commensurate 
with the skill, the experience, and 
the actual work performed; and 
that the coverage be increased to 
all employes and their dependents. 


The Governor’ bill in the 
Senate, S.B. 500, has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on 
Government Efficiency, whose 
members are: Senators Swing, 
Powers, McCormack, Rich, 
Parkman, Seawell, Keating, De-

Meanwhile, this observer has 
made some effort to ascertain why 
the Senate appeared so cantanker- 
ous over the manpower situation. 
The results may be enlightening. 

First of all, there is a doubt that 
the Senate is becoming very wary 
about giving governmental agencies 
any more compulsory powers over 
civilians, as the bill that passed the 
House did. Such powers have a way 
of expanding under administrative 
hands. In other words, the Senate 
is already feeling that the hump of 
the war emergency has been passed, 
and is coasting down the other side 
towards the days of peace. 

On the other hand, the Senate is 
quite aware of the only real argu- 
ment the Army and Navy have for 
the bill, namely, that it is neces- 
sary for the morale of the armed 
services that they feel civilians, 
too, are under orders. So it will 
grant compulsion, but as little as 
possible, and hedged about with 
many conditions. The real work will 
then be done in conference with the 
House.

The folks from Norman Rockwell's paintings stepped out of 
their canvases to strike a blow for freedom during the month 
that gave birth to Washington and Lincoln. 

Rugged, freedom loving citizens of New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts, refused to lend themselves to the War Manpower Com- 
mission’s experiment in compulsory labor controls. The towns- 
folk, the city government, the employers, the unions, and finally 
the government of the state rejected the proposals of Paul V. 
McNutt's minions. Just because somebody in Washington said 
that it was necessary “as a war measure” was not sufficient 
ground for them to toss liberties and reason to the four winds. 
They still believe in the “Four Freedoms” in Massachusetts. 
They still think it is something the country is fighting for. They 
still think the individual citizen should have some choice as to 
what he shall do for a living and for the preservation of the 
country’s freedom. 

Of course they are ready to sacrifice comfort, and dollars, 
and freedom if necessary. But they have another curious idea 
that there should be some common sense in what the government 
does, and they, as the people, intend to pound some common 
sense into the government if they must go to jail for it. 

Was it necessary to shift workers from other textile mills to 
those of Firestone? Certainly not. Everybody knew it was 
ridiculous; the fabric needed was reported available right across 
the street. 

So why play hob with war production in efficient mills of New 
Bedford for the sake of some silly experiment? Or was some- 
body trying to stir up enough trouble in New Bedford so that 
somebody might have an excuse to give Congress for passing 
a labor draft law giving other WMC officials the power to mess 
up things in other parts of the country? Oh yeah! Well, New 
Bedford is also an old whaling town, so let’s go to town and 
whale the living daylights out of that one! 


General Arnold Praises Plane Workers

By WLB Explained 


The wheels of the War Labor 
Board move slowly, encircled 
as they are by quantities of red 
tape and endless rigid, mean- 
ingless formula. For many 
months several cases have been 
waiting around the desks of the 
War Labor Board awaiting the 
Board’s decision on the revision of 
sub-standard wage formula. It was 
only by virtue of threatened strikes 
in the meat packing plants and in 
the textile industry that the Board 
was cajoled into action. 


It has now revised its national 
policy by granting to its Regional 
Boards the discretionary authority 
to raise sub-standard wages up to 
$.55 per hour. The Regional Boards 
have been authorized to pass on all 
sub-standard cases without regard 
to any established wage brackets. 

There are several limitations 
which the unions must note. 

The Regional Boards are not 

obligated to approve the §$.55 

rate. It is only a discretionary 
power. The $.55 rate cannot be 
put into effect automatically. 

Approval, through the use of a 

Form 10, is required. Any un- 

ions which now have rates of 

less than $.55 per hour in their 
contracts are advised to nego- | 
tiate immediately with their em- 
ployers, or as soon as their con- 
tracts can be reopened, in order 

to secure a §.55 minimum. When 

such an agreement is reached, 
both parties should file the 

Form 10 with the Regional War 

Labor Board. 

It is best to approach the Board 
on a joint request made by both 
employer and union. In a dispute 
case, according to this latest reso- 
lution of the National Board, the 
Regional Boards “in their discre- 
tion may take into consideration 
appropriate prevailing rates in mak- 
ing their determinations.” Thus, 
while the Regional Boards have the 
discretion to set $.55 as a minimum 
in dispute cases, they may, if they 
so desire, take into account prevail- 
ing wages. In some cases this may 
work to the detriment of the union 
and, ‘therefore, it is advisable, if at 
all possible, to come into the Board 
on a voluntary reauest.

With penicillin being re- 
leased in greater quantities for 
civilian use, its wonder-work- 
ing powers can be attested to 


by Eddie Pargett, 13-year-old 
Oakland boy, one of the first 
civilians in Alameda county to re- 
ceive the magic drug. 

A year ago he was stricken with 
a bone decay, known to physicians 
as osteomyelitis, and little hope was 
held for his recovery. His case was 
brought to the attention of the 
Handicapped and Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Guild which arranged for his 
admission to the Children’s Hos- 
pital of the East Bay. There he re- 
ceived some 80 injections of peni- 
cillin which was released for him on 
special order of Dr. Chester Keefer 
of Boston who controlled the civil- 
ian supply. 


Today Eddie can walk again 
because the penicillin was ef- 
fective. A student at St. Eliza- 
beth’s school, he is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Pargett, 
1227 33rd avenue, Oakland. 


Eddie’s is just one of the many 
children who have been helped by 
the Handicapped and Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Guild. Funds for such work 
are obtained mainly through the 
annual Easter Seal sale. 

Easter Seals went on sale last 
week. They were mailed to 40,000 
East Bay residents. Those who did 
not receive them may purchase 
them at the Guild’s headquarters, 
1629 Telegraph avenue, Oakland, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Harold P. Henning- 
sen, president.

Some of the provisions of the 
salary reclassification bill for 
postal employes introduced by 
Congressman Burch, of Vir- 
ginia on February 9, 1944, are: 


A $400.00 per annum increase for 
letter carriers and postal clerks in 
the top grade of $2100.00 per an- 
num; a 20 per cent increase for 
those making less, such as laborers, 
motor vehicle employes, custodian 
employes, etc. But in no cases shall 
it be less than $300.00 or twenty- 
five dollars per month; also time 
and one-half for overtime, based on 
a 253 day working year; also a 
longevity principle that will give a 
man some incentive for sticking 
with the job; and provides for sub- 
stitutes receiving sick and annual 
leave on a basis of 1% days for 
every 168 hours worked instead of
